Notes of a 
Naturalist

Rogue River Valley, Oregon. — 
Earlier in the year when we visited 
C rater Lake the snow was piled up 
as much as ten feet, making it im ­ 
possible to go dow n to the w ater's 
edge or drive around the lake on the 
Rim Road. 
As 1 had to remain in 
southern Oregon a week longer than 
anticipated, time was found to make 
a second trip to C rater Lake N a­ 
tional Park. 
T he w eather was ex­ 
ceptionally 
favorable 
though 
the 
time of year late. 
Usually at 
this 
time C rater Lake is again snowed-in. 


Diamond Lake, a large high- 
mountain body of water, 
was 
visited for a few hours 
and 
from there we entered the park 
from the north. 
T he vegeta­ 
tion and terrain was completely 
free of snow- but the effect 
of 
heavy winter snowfall was quite 
evident on the trees and 
the 
areas free of forest. 
It was a 
clear day with the blue of the 
sky even less blue than that of 
the 
lake. 
A t 
various 
places 
along the Rim Road turn-outs 
have 
been 
constructed 
from 
which unobstructed view's of 
this unique setting and its lake 
may be studied. O n such a day 
as this the color of the lake is 
of the deepest blue. 


O n the south rim of the crater 
are located the hotel and other im­ 
provem ents for the accommodation 
of guests. These are boarded up now 
preparatory for th e w inter 
season 
w ith its huge snowfall. 
W indow s 
on the second story of the hotel are 
boarded. 
A caretaker resides here 
throughout the w inter and it 
ap­ 
peared th at he had a very excellent 
position for enjoying a w inter 
of 
comfort and beauty, but as I later 
learned his w inter days are occupied ¡ 
w ith a struggle of keeping the rooms 
on the upper floors free of snow. 
T h e snow is usually quite fine and 
dry and w ith the high winds is eas­ 
ily driven through the smallest crack 
into the rooms. 
It is necessary that 
this snow be swept up and removed 
as its melting would cause damage 
to the rooms below. 


T here is 
m uch 
interesting 
• 
geology in the story of C rater 
Lake which occupies the crater 
of a 
former 
volcano. 
It 
is 
thought that the mountain was 
much higher at one time 
and 
that it subsided, 
or 
collapsed, 
forming this huge am phitheater 
about six miles in diameter. 
T here is evidence in support of 
this in the glacial deposits found 
embedded in th e lavas on the 
rim and in the glacial straiae on 
some of the rim rock as well as 
the great U-shaped valleys, some 
of which are filled with 
lava 
rock. 
T his 
glacial 
evidence 
would indicate a high mountain, 
at times covered with glaciers. 
Just how this huge 
mountain 
top disappeared is still a m atter 
of conjecture but the evidence 
seems to point to a collapse of 
a m ountain that has been given 
the name Mt. Mazama. 


It was such a beautiful evening 
and the w eather so favorable that 
w e decided to spend the night at 
the rim. 
T he night was clear, the 
stars bright and later a nearly full 
moon appeared, covering the lake 
w ith its soft subdued light. 
It was 
an 
entrancing 
experience 
that 
I 
would not have cared to miss. 


T he morning arrived clear 
and comparatively warm but a 
few horsetail clouds gathered 
later and by noon the sky was 
overcast with clouds that pre­ 
dicted a severe storm . 
It was 
an ideal time to make a trip to 
the w ater’s edge which we did 
but wasted little time returning 
as we did not care to be snowed 
in and be forced to await 
the 
convenience of the snow plow 
to help us out. 
O ur decision 
proved wise for a 
storm 
did 
strike and a heavy snow des­ 
cended on the C rater Lake area. 


The Rogue R iver Valley is one 
o f the m ost charm ing places in this 
w hole northw est country, 
a 
con­ 
genial 
climate, 
beautiful 
scenery, 
forests and excellent fishing. 
It is 
quite noticeable th at many Califor­ 
nians are buying property along this 
river

T he fisherman

T he num ber of new electric and gas 
m eter connections in 
Palm Springs 
indicates the 
rapid 
growth of this 
community, for each additional m eter 
indicates another 
family 
has come 
here to live. 
The Southern Sierras Power Com­ 
pany had more than 
four tim es as 
many custom ers’ m eters 
in service 
last y ear than in 1925, and there were 
179 m ore m eters in service last year 
than th e year before. 
This year also 
shows a corresponding increase. 
The Southern California Gas Com­ 
pany shows an increase of -100 per 
cent since 1930, as is indicated by the 
following figures, showing the num ber 
of gas m eters in service a t the end of 
each year: 
Dec. 
31, 1930 .......160 
Dec. 
31, 1931 .......253 
Dec. 
31, 1932 .......298 
Dec. 
31, 1933 ...... 392 
Dec. 
31. 1934 .......487 
July 
31, 1935 .......564 
T hese do not include the sub-m et­ 
ers. 
In apartm ent houses and busi­ 
ness buildings having 
a num ber of 
tenants, there is usually a sub-m eter 
for each apartm ent or store. On July 
31 th ere were 91 gas sub-m eters in 
service, and the total number of ac­ 
tive gas m eters at the present time, 
including sub-meters, is over 700. 
By com puting the population on the 
basis of 3V4 to each gas meter, Palm 
Springs may have 2000 residents at 
this tim e. 
School 
enrollm ent 
also 
show s a 
much larger population than ever be­ 
fore. 
In fact, the enrollm ent of 280 
yesterday, was higher 
than at any 
tim e even during the peak of the sea­ 
son. 
Students 
attending 
Banning 
Union High School 
or 
local private 
schools are not included in these fig­ 
ures, but the 80 elem entary students 
«omtng here by bus from C athedral 
City and W hitew ater may offset the 
num ber living here who are not en­ 
rolled in the local public school. 


EOS ARBOLES, NEW 
APARTMENT COURT,

Los Arboles, 
the 
attractive new

The w alls of the bungalow court are 
set back 15 feet from both streets, 
thus giving an opportunity for land­ 
scaping all around. 
This work is un­ 
der way at the present time. 
C onstruction was started this week 
on 10 garages south of Los Arboles, 
for the use of tenants. Mr. H athaw ay 
who ow ns the adjoining property on 
the south, has also started construc­ 
tion th is week on three new units, 
which will be operated in conjunction 
with Los Arboles.

Eleven contractors bid on the Palm 
Springs sew er project. Gogo RafTris of 
Los Angeles subm itting the low bid, 
$64,835. 
Other bids were as high as 
$90,000. 
M embers of the 
sanitary board 
were busy Mobility from 10 a. m. un­ 
til evening, studying the bids, and the 
district’s engineers were kept busy 
all day Tuesday ascertaining the best 
and low est bid. 
The school 
library, 
office of the sanitary board, was filled 
with contractors as 
the 
bids were 
opened and read. 
The contract cannot be signed by 
the board until Is is approved by 
PWA authorities, from which source 
$28,600 of the funds will be obtained. 
Thomas II. Lipps, 
secretary of the 
board, went to Los Angeles W ednes­ 
day to urge W PA officials to hasten 
approval of the contract, so th at work 
may begin soon. 
It is estim ateil that 
two weeks will be required to secure 
WPA approval and to take care of 
all legal technicalities. 
Work on the sewer should be un­ 
der way by November 15. 
The main 
sewer line will be at the edge of In­ 
dian avenue, so the main street of 
town will not be broken up while the 
sewer 
is under 
construction. 
The 
disposal plant will be three m iles east 
of the intersection of Indian avenue 
and Ramon road. 
Seme of the 
best 
contractors of 
Southern California were bidders, in­ 
cluding firms 
from 
Colton, Corona. 
Riverside, Long Beach, and Los An­ 
geles.

IS SAFE FROM 


EARTHQUAKES 


Palm Springs, along w ith other 


Southern 
California 
points from 
Riverside to San Diego, got into 
the 
headlines 
of 
newspapers 


throughout the country 
because 
of a slight earth trem o r at 6:50 
yesterday 
morning. 
Locally 
no 
one became 
excited 
over 
the 
shock, and as far as this newspa­ 
per has been 
able 
to learn, not 
a 
dish, 
window 
or 
w all 
was 
cracked, nor a brick shaken from 
a 
chimney. 
In 
the 
aqueduct 


tunnels about 20 m iles north of 
here, 
in the 
epicenter 
of the 


quake, where tunnels are being 
driven through 
loose 
rock, the 
quake wasn’t 
severe enough 
to 
shake down rocks. 
In fact, dam ­ 


age from the quake was nil. 
However, it made a good story 
for the 
newspapers 
and radio 
news 
broadcasters, 
not only in 
the 
East, but 
W estern 
dailies 
featured it in headlines. 
There is probably not another 


area in the country as safe from 
a devastating quake as is Palm 
Springs, or any of the te rrito ry 
along the San Andreas fault. 
It 
should be 
remembelred that se­ 
vere 
earthquakes 
occur 
when 
faults 
are 
formed. 
A 
fault is 
simply 
a break 
in 
the ea rth ’s 
crust, down through bed-rock, and 
such a break is the San Andreas 
fault. 
The earth’s surface is con­ 
stantly adjusting 
itself 
as the 
weight is shifted. 
Nealr an ea rth ­ 


quake fa u lt the surface can eith ­ 
er raise or lower, w ithout being 
noticeable, because 
there 
is no 


sudden slip. 
The causes of the more severe 
quakes that 
have 
occurred 
In 
Southern C alifornia, and even at 
San Francisco, are evident. 
Th e 
streams of 
Southern 
California 


have carried millions of tons of 
sediment for 
centuries 
to the 
area in 
the 
vicinity 
of Long 
Beach, until the w eight became 
so great th a t 
th at 
the ea rth ’s 
crust snapped and a fault was 
formed. 
Had the bed rock been 
broken before, the settling would 
have been so gradual that noth­ 
ing more 
than 
mere 
quivers 
would have occurred from tim e 
to tim e. 
Everyone knows of the 
disastrous quake in Long Beach 
several years ago, but it is a safe 
bet Long Beach w ill never have 
another serious shake-up. 
Some 
scientists 
believe 
that 
the oil 
fields in th at region having been 
relieved of 
'tremendous 
subsur­ 
face pressure by the removal of 
great quantities of 
oil 
and gas, 
w ith sediment piling up on the 
surface, caused the quake in the 
Long Beach area. 
W hatever the 
cause, all agree it would not have 
occurred 
if the settling process 
could have been gradual. 
The same causes can be a ttrib ­ 
uted to the sevdre quake in Im ­ 
perial 
V alley 
some 
years ago, 


only in this case the great Colo­ 
rado river, which 
has 
deposited 


its silt in th at valley, was the ag­ 
gressor. 
A t 
San 
Francisco the 
silt from the 
Sacramento 
riv e r 


probably weighted down the bay 
region until something had to snap. 
It Is not unusual for earthquake 
scientists to find 
th at 
a recent 
slip had occurred at the San A n ­ 
dreas fault, still no one fe lt the 
quake, because 
it 
was a slow 


movement. 
During 
yesterday’s 
quake, 
clouds of 
dust 
rose 
from the 


ground all along the San Andreas 
fault, and gave the appearance of 
a forest fire along the lower part 
* f the mountains. 
Possibly the 


dust rose from the fault, 
i The sub-surface pressure at the 
fa u lt line may have 
caused the 
bed-rock to unite sufficiently th a t 


settling and Irising was retarded 
over a period long enough, until 
it had to break 
anew, 
and the 


small quake occurred. 
But the 
break is fresh now, 
and another 
quake w ill not 
occur 
here fo r 


years to come. 
Five or six 
shocks 
were fe lt 


here, there being a difference of 
opinion, and no place was shaken 
more than a building nealr a ra il­ 
road track is shaken every tim e 
a thundering freig ht tra in passes 


by. 


SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 
280; ATTENDANCE 
CONTINUES GOOD 


Tlie enrollm ent of th e Frances S. 
Stevens school passed the 280 m ark 
Tlmreday. 
Only six pupils were ab­ 
sent that day which is very few out 
of so large a number. 
The school is 
working hard to keep the attendance 
high. 


"Children who stay home because 
they are sick are helping to keep the 
school free from contagion," said Miss 
K atherine Finchy, yesterday. “We do 
not want them to come to their class 
rooms as long as they are ill. 
W e 
do w ant them , however, to take care 
of their health and do all they can to 
prevent colds and other illnesses. 
"M any children stay out of school 
because th eir parents take them out 
of town. 
T his is not a legitim ate ex­ 
cuse for absence. 
P arents are being 
asked to coperate with the school in 
this m atter as the average daily a t­ 
tendance decides the num ber of teach­ 
ers a school may have each year. 


"L ast year we alm ost lost $1400 of 
state allow ance because the A. D. A. 
was a m ere decim al point over the 
num ber necessary to put the school 
on a seven teacher basis. 


"Remember, a low average daily at­ 
tendance this year m eans fewer teach­ 
ers next year and 
few er 
teachers 
means crowded class rooms." 
The fifth and sixth grades had an 
atendance record of nearly 100 per­ 
cent for the past two weeks, which is 
a 
rem arkable 
record, 
considering 
there are 43 pupils In the rom. 
D ur­ 
ing this 
period, there w as only one 
absence, and none of the 
children 
came to school wtih 
the slightest 
trace of illness. 


Tooth Tem plars Club 
T his wevk a t a m eeting of the fifth, 
sixth, seventh and eighth grade pupils 
plans were m ade for the organization 
of a Tooth Tem plars Club. 
The purpose of the club is to pro­ 
mote the oral health of the children, 
thereby benefiting their general health 
tnd increasing both their m ental and 
physical opportunities. 
Any child in the filth, sixth, seventh 
or eighth grades who can present a 
certificate from a qualified dentist sav ­ 
ing th at his teeth are in good condi­ 
tion is eligible for membership. 
The Tootli Tem plars clubs origin­ 
ated in Los Angeles county, 
Mrs. 
Emma P. Durbin, supervisor of oral 
hy glen tat* of the Los Angeles county 
health departm ent organized the first 
clubs and at the time of her death last 
year there were over 82 clubs in the 
county. 
In Riverside county there is 
one such club. 
The Tooth Tem plars Club is one of 1 
the health education activities being 
sponsored by the school health de­ 
partm ent of the Frances S. Stevene 
school this year. 
Miss Florence Newberry, who leach­ 
es the fifth and sixth grades, has of­ 
fered to be the club's sponsor.

The successful bidder will be re ­ 
quired to wash, scald and clean all 
cans used for the collection of g ar­ 
bage and trash, where cans are re­ 
moved from th e premises.

Pinney, president 
of

sanitary 
board. 
Bids m ust be in w riting and 
will be opened at 10 o’clock on Octo­ 
ber 31st.

U ndoubtedly the minds of 
soldiers on both sides are poisoned 
with such rum ors and propaganda, 
tnd it will not be surprising if they 
retaliate, justifying their actions by 
claiming the other started it.

ing will be gained, and those least 
responsible for the w ar will suffer 
most. 


Furthermore, we can expect 
demands on America to step 
in and sacrifice the best young 
manhood of the nation, to stop 
forever such atrocities. If other 
European nations besides Italy 
are drawn into the war, there 
will be plenty of propaganda 
in this country that "America 
must enter this war to end all 
w ars.” 
Should the spreaders 
of propaganda he able to con­ 
vince a sufficient portion of the 
press and radio, America will 
surely get into the next Euro­ 
pean conflict.

It has been figured out th at the 
five billion dollars public works bill 
voted at the last session of Congress 
is equivalent to $7.00 per m inute for 
every minute 
since the birth of 
C hrist. 
By the same token, it obvi­ 
ously would cost $7.00 per m inute 
for the next 1937 years, exclusive of 
interest, to retire 
the debt—if it 
could be paid in that manner. 
But 
the debt draws interest, which, at J 
per cent, equals the principal in 33 
years, and 
in 1937 
years 
would 
am ount to 78 times the principal, or 
$290,000,000,000. 
All this pertains 
to the one relief bill only, and does 
not include even more billions appro­ 
priated by Congress during the past 
few years. 
If the governm ent con­ 
tinues the policy of paying interest 
only, retiring the principal w ith new 
bond issues, how 
much 
will have 
been paid 1937 years 
hence? 
W e 
would like to have some statistician 
compute 
this 
for 
us. 
But 
why 
worry? 
Congress can pay the bill 
as easily and quickly as it was voted. 
Printing presses can print enough 
currency in a short time to pay the 
national debt. 
So what? 


O f course, on the other side 
of the ledger is the vast num ber 
of unemployed, who have been, 
and are, receiving food, cloth­ 
ing and shelter from the govern­ 
m ent. 
Somebody had to take 
care of them , and the federal 
governm ent is the only agency 
that can raise enough money to 
do it. 
Probably too m uch is 
squandered for adm inistration 
expense and contributions to ap­ 
plicants w ho are able to take 
care of themselves. 
But, after 
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OCTOBER IN CALIFORNIA 
Since 1542 the month of October has brought 
to California many events of great historical im­ 
portance. 
History records the following: 
1542—In October of this year Juan Rodriquez 
Cabrillo was cruising along the coast, landed on 
certain islands, and took possession of the coast 
region for Spain. 
1769—Don Gaspar de Portola visited the pres­ 
ent Los Angeles area, declared it had “all the re­ 
quisites for a large settlement,” was joined in Oc­ 
tober farther north by Father Junípero Serra, the 
pair founding presidio of Monterey in 1770. 
1772—Father Serra was in Mexico on busi­ 
ness for the missions. Secured authorization for 
Juan Bautista de Anza to explore land route be­ 
tween Sonora and California. 
1796—First American vessel, “The Otter,” to 
touch at a California port, landed 11 English con­ 
victs at Monterey. 
1816—Russian vessel anchored in San Fran­ 
cisco bay, gay receptions followed. In October of 
1824 same captain made a second call. 
1835—Jose Castro succeeded Gov. Jose Fig- 
uero, who died on September 29. 
1842—Commander Thomas Ap. Catesby 
Jones, with U. S. Pacific squadron, took possession 
of Monterey, in belief United States and Mexico 
were at war. Informed of mistake two days later 
he apologized and retired. 
1845—Secretary of States James Buchanan 
secretly encouraged California resistance to 
French and English overtures, and promised 
“kind offices” to seeking of independence from 
Mexico. 
1845—Governor Pio Pico sold and leased 
many of the missions.

QUERIES FOR CONGRESSMEN 
With the return home of members of Con­ 
gress, Samuel Crowtlier, nationally known maga­ 
zine writer, listed in the Washington Post a num­ 
ber of questions which might be asked of any 
member of the Senate or House. 
“It seems high time for the citizens to begin 
some investigating,” Mr. Crowtlier says, in pro­ 
pounding among others the following questions: 
1. Did you read all the bills you voted for? 
2. If not, which bills did you not read? 
3. Did you understand all the bills you voted 
for? 4. If not, which bills did you not understand? 
5. Why did you vote for any bills you did not 
understand? 
6. Have you voted for any measures which 
you believe to be unconstitutional? 
7. If so, define your understanding of your 
oath to support and defend the Constitution. 
8. The first session of the Seventy-fourth 
Congress appropriated upwards of $10,000,000,­ 
000. Explain where this money is coming from. 


“THE LUNATIC FRINGE” 
“There is a lunatic fringe of drivers who 
create hazards, for themselves and everyone else, 
as they rush on their heedless way,” said an arti­ 
cle in the Ladies’ Home Journal for July, 1935. 
“They are the 5 to 10 percent of drivers who are 
responsible for 90 percent of all accidents.” 
This “lunatic fringe” has so far shown itself 
to be 100 percent deaf to the most elementary 
principles of reason. Its members know that ex­ 
cessive speed is the most politic of all causes of 
serious accidents, and that a collision that would 
be unimportant at 20 miles an hour will probably 
prove fatal at sixty—yet they continue to push 
the throttle through the floorboards. They know 
that passing on hills and curves is an invitation 
to the coroner—yet so important does time seem 
to them that they are perfectly willing to risk 
their necks and the necks of olier drivers to save 
a few usualty unimportant minutes. They know 
that weaving in and out of traffic, driving on the 
wrong side of the road and similar stupid prac­ 
tices, may mean sudden death in one of its most 
horrible forms—yet they persist in these prac­ 
tices. They know that many accidents, fatal and 
minor alike, can be attributed to cars in faulty 
mechanical condition—yet they continue driving 
many an “old heap” when its horn is silent, its 
fights are either glaring or inadequate, its steer­ 
ing shimmies, and its brakes are about as valuable 
a stopping device, as the accelerator. 
Result: An annual death till that hovers 
around the 35,000 mark. 
Only the most stringent methods can hope to 
handle the lunatic fringe. Modern traffic laws, 
rigidly enforced not only by the traffic patrol but 
by the enthusiastic cooperation of the sane and 
careful drivers (the 90 percent) are vital. The 
one way to hammer some sense into the lunatic 
fringe is to treat them as the public enemies they 
are.

HOPE FOR BALDHEADS 
This paper has had something to say, recent­ 
ly, regarding the flying squadrons of flies which 
swoop down upon baldheads in October. 
We got it all figured out. Get a cobra plant. 
In Red Wing, Minnesota, the cobra plant is doing 
more business than is stickum in vanquishing the 
fly army or navy. 
“Don’t forget to water the plans and give 
them their hamburger.” This was the parting ad­ 
monition to his wife, made by M. W. Dye of Seat­ 
tle, Washington, who visited in Red Wing last 
week. The plants he referred to are the darling- 
tonia, commonly known as the cobra plant, which 
feeds on flies and other insects. In winter, with 
a scarcity of insects about the house, it is neces­ 
sary to feed it a bit of hamburger or other meat 
once a month to sustain fife. Insects are attract­ 
ed by an odor emanating from the plant and the 
gaudy streamers which hang from its cobra-like 
head. The insect enters the head through an 
aperture underneath, walks back to the hollow- 
tubed stem, and there meets its doom. The tube 
is fined with fine hair, all pointing downward, and 
the insect, despite its frantic struggles, finally 
winds up at the base of the stalk where a diges­ 
tive fluid, secreted by the plant, finishes off the af­ 
fair. When the plant has had enough to eat it 
ceases to give off the odor which draws insects 
to it. When flies are scarce, a bit of pork chops or 
other meat is placed on the end of a toothpick and 
fed to the plant by poking it into the tube. 


POTATOES! 
There is a great rumpus about whether the 
AAA is to enforce the Potato Control Act or not. 
Just what discretion has the AAA, or any of 
its officials, to do other than enforce the law? 
They have not been given the power to nullify or 
change any law. 
It is not the function of any board or bureau 
charged with enforcement duties to say whether 
it will or will not administer an act. 
The courts still have the duty of deciding on 
the legality of the acts of Congress and this con­ 
stitutional provision of our government has not 
yet been abrogated. 
The quickest way for our citizens to break 
the legislative program to drive up potato prices 
is for every citizen with a back or front yard, to 
raise potatoes for his own use. 
That would also be an exjiression of disap­ 
proval of the new doctrine of food scarcity that is 
advocated to raise prices. “Every family raise its 
own potatoes” may become a national slogan. 


THE TOWNSEND CONVENTION 
Fired with renewed hope for the success of 
the Townsend Old Age Pension plan at the forth­ 
coming session of Congress, thousands of adher­ 
ents to that policy will convene in Chicago this 
week.Whichever of the two major parties sponsors 
the Townsend Old Age pension plan will win the 
election in 1936, declares Dr. Townsend, origin­ 
ator of the plan. But he hopes that a sufficient 
number of congressmen can be elected, friendly 
to the pension proposal, to make it certain the 
legislation will be adopted at the next session. As 
a matter of fact, tremendous pressure will be 
exerted on candidates for senate and house in ev­ 
ery state, and with great popular support, no one 
can say the Townsend Plan hasn’t a chance. 
Financially the Townsend supporters shot at too 
high a mark—$200 a month. Try it at a lesser fig­ 
ure and the legislation may succeed.

(By John Phillips) 


Today, In W arsaw, I have for the 
first time th a t feeling of the traveler 


who has turned his 
head 
towards 
home and wants to get there 
the 
quickest possible way—even though, 
In my case, that m eans about three 
m ore weeks. 
I crossed the Russian 
border last evening about 6 o'clock, 
taking the usual two hours 
to 
go 
through the Russian custom s again 
and change trains, for Russia is, so 
far as I know, the only country that 
exam ines you with equal thorough­ 
ness when you go in and when you 
come out. 
And when I say thorough. 
I mean thorough!— especially if one 
receives the attention of one of the 
feminine customs officers, for in Rus­ 
sia women do exactly the same work 
as the m en, w hether it be laying a 
railroad track, digging a ditch (where 
they shovel energetically with a bare 
foot th at m ust have a sole like 
a 
leather shoe), acting as conductor or 
brakem an, running a street car, or a 
business—there is absolutely no dis­ 
tinction of sex in any occupation in 
Russia. 
So at the customs, the young lady 
I watched may not have been efficient, 
but she surely was thorough. 
She 
shook out all the freshly laundered 
shirts, em ptied the cases, investigated 
all the clothing. 
T he poor wife of a 
Germ an specialist of some kind who 
w as returning home from his Russian 
job, had w ith characteristic German 
thoroughness, secured all her 
heavy 
boxes w ith metal strapping, and sewn 
her cases up in burlap, and all were 
being opened and investigated. 
I re­ 
ceived the utm ost courtesy, both go­ 
ing and coming, and have absolutely 
no cause for personal complaint. 
My 
com m ents are from observation, not 
from experience! 
Books and all print­ 
ed m atter receive the m ost careful at­ 
tention; there seem s to be a fear that 
som ething of conditions in the outside 
world will creep in through the print­ 
ed page. 
Coming in, I had bought an 
English newspaper, to see if it had 
anything about the death 
of 
Huey 
Long. 
It took th e combined efforts 
of three inspectors ot pass that, and 
I think only the m agic name of Intour­ 
ist really did it, though if anything 
could be harm less it was that partic­ 
ular paper. 
Coming out I had with 
m e some half dozen or more books, 
all bought in Moscow, and even though 
they w ere Russian books, and partly 
typical propaganda, they were exam­ 
ined with equal care. 
The interested 
young workm an who asked me 
why 
the United States seemed to fear Rus­ 
sia propaganda, and who assured me 
th a t R ussia did not. on her side, fear 
anything in the way of propaganda 
from other countries, had evidently 
never been though a Russian customs 
office. 
And now, how to describe Russia? 
I think, like th at 
famous 
French­ 
woman who said she didn't have time 
to w rite a short letter, I shall have 
to say, th at borrowing a typew riter 
for an hour or so in the office of our 
consul in W arsaw, I haven’t time to 
write about Russia in a letter. Russia 
is perhaps more like America than 
any European country 
today. 
The 
trem endous advances in construction 
and in industry fill an American with 
sym pathetic enthusiasm — but Russia 
can’t be compared w ith America, nor 
with any other country. Russia today 
m ust be com pared with Russia of yes­ 
terday, and even then the comparison 
is a puzzle. 
The Russian result 
of 
fifteen years has not been leveling up, 
but leveling down, if you understand 
me, and with this leveling process has 
come, a t the sam e tim e, an evolution 
upw ards, and the developm ent of so­ 
cial experim ents, in which America is, 
and has been, interested and which we 
have actually been developing through 
an evolutionary, not a revolutionary, 
program . 
T hat is all th a t can be said now. 
Incidents, 
interests, 
good 
things, 
doubtful things, bad things, descrip­ 
tions, com m ents, w ith these my note­ 
book and my mind are filled, and I’ll 
try to give some of the ten days on 
the City of H avre (Baltim ore 
Mail 
Line) betw een H avre and Baltimore, 
to putting them in order. 
But 
two 
questions are constantly in my mind 
and in the mind of every returning 
traveler— first, supposing we adm it for 
the m om ent all the destruction, all 
th e "liquidation,’’ all the wiping out 
of th e upper levels of the Russian na­ 
tion prior to 1917, where will Russia 
be in industry, in culture, in educa­ 


tion, in social im provem ents, in fifty 
or a hundred years, com pared 
with 
where she would have been by the or­ 
dinary process of evolution— in other 
words, can m an overcom e N ature?— 
and this question no one can answer, 
probably not even Time himself. The 
o ther question is, and more than I 
have asked it, w hat will happen in 
R ussia when the people of Russia dis­ 
cover that they really have no free­ 
dom, and th at this paradise in which 
they have been told they live, gives 
less in m aterial comfort, less in indivi­ 
dual opportunity, less in those essen­ 
tial freedom s to which every Amer­ 
ican, for exam ple, is accustom ed from 
birth, than any one of several other 
countries? 
It Is one of the problem s 
of the next decade, Just as th e influ­ 
ence of R ussia on world trade, or if 
you wish, on A m erican trade, or Cali­ 
fornia trade, and consequently on our 
living conditions, will be another prob­ 
lem and perhaps a very serious one, 
five or ten years from now. 
There is m uch in Russia to interest 
a Californian, and I think a Califor­ 
nian approaches this great country 
with more natural interest and sym­ 
pathy than the citizen of any other 
state. 
It is terribly hard though when 
a Russian and a Californian get to­ 
gether; th at is, it is terribly hard on 
the one who doesn’t 
sta rt 
talking 
first! 
The R ussian wants to 
talk 
about R ussia ju st as much and just 
as enthusiastically as we w ant to talk 
about California. 
W arsaw is delightful, beautiful and 
impressive. The thing that im presses 
the traveler in European cities, espe­ 
cially Paris, W arsaw and so 
many 
Russian cities, is the planned porgram 
of building. 
G reat squares, 
boule­ 
vards, parks, trees (which they recog­ 
nize as having economic, as well as 
esthetic value— Banning papers 
will 
please copy!)—the results beggar de­ 
scription. Ju st one exam ple: we have 
a new em bassy in Paris, a beautiful 
building on the corner of the Place 
de la Concorde, and it was necessary 
to design it to correspond with the 
Rothschild residence on th e corres­ 
ponding corner of the great square, 
along the lines of a plan m ade 150 
years ago. 
W hen we realize the eco­ 
nomic value 
(M oney value, 
if you 
w ant it more plainly) in Am erica, we 
will plan for the future, and with Am­ 
erican vision and architectural skill, 
have cities th at will com pare with the 
great cities of Europe. 
I could w'rite much on Poland. From 
the car window I saw only the worst 
agricultural section. 
The richer fields 
lie to the south. Poland was a united 
nation to about U>uyqara ago, then 
divided into three parís—the parf'tidit 
w ent to R ussia retrogressed, although 
the richest part inherently; the part 
th at went to Germ any w as steadily 
im proved; the part th at w ent to Aus­ 
tria rem ained much as it was. 
This 
is a generality. 
Today 
Poland 
is 
united again, and in spite of economic 
conditions is progressing steadily. 
America has been the idol of Poland. 
The dollar has been the second cur­ 
rency. 
The peasant took American 
dollars and hoarded them , 
as 
the 
strongest 
national 
currency. 
Farm 
lands were, and still are, sold in dol­ 
lars as often as in rubles in the past, 
or in zlotys now. 
W e lost some pres­ 
tige, naturally, when our dollar fell 
alm ost 50% in value, but not as much 
as we m ight have. It is a good change 
for international goodwill. 
Now, I shall go to the station and 
pay 16 cents each for Southern Cali­ 
fornia orange, and 30 cents for a S at­ 
urday Evening Post, in preparation for 
a couple of nights and a day on the 
train through Poland, Germ any 
and 
France— into Paris on the evening of 
the 27th, and I’ll be ready to sail on 
the 30th. 
Landing a t Baltim ore on 
the 10th will give me two days 
in 
W ashington, at the state departm ent; 
a couple of days a t Oklahom a City for 
the N ational Tax A ssociation Confer­ 
ence, and back in B anning about the 
21st or 22nd—and will I be glad to 
see R iverside county! 
Tw elve years 
ago Mrs. Phillips and I drove an old 
car into California with the announced 
intention 
of spending th ree weeks 
there, to see the state we’d heard so 
much about. 
T his will be the first 
tim e in the intervening 
12 
years 
we’ve been out of the state for as long 
as three weeks.

Latest News ot 
The Aqueduct 


Placem ent of smooth concrete lining 
in the huge tunnels of the Colorado 
River aquedust—the world’s largest 
tunneling program —was moving for­ 
ward sw iftly today at nine points on 
the 390-mile aqueduct system . 
Progress reports from the office of 
General M anager F. E. W eym outh of 
the w ater district reveal th at more 
than eighty-three miles of th e 
108 
miles of aqueduct 
tunnels 
already 
have been excavated, and th at 
the 
m agnitude of concreting operations is 
Increasing steadily. 
T hree im portant m ilestones In tun­ 
nel construction were passed within 
the last week when aqueduct crews 
"holed through” three m ajor 
under­ 
ground sections — the Seven Palm s 
tunnel, the Valverde tunnel betw een 
shafts 3 and 4, and the west portal 
of the W hipple Mountain tunnel. 
Six of the shorter aqueduct bores, 
totaling tour m iles in length, 
have 
been com pletely excavated and fully 
lined with concrete. 
In other tunnels 
a total of eleven miles of arch—all but 
the tunnel floor—has been 
concrete 
lined. 
Of the 108 m iles of tunnels on the 
entire aqueduct system, 
ninety-two 
miles are on th e main aqueduct and 
will have a finished diam eter of six­ 
teen feet. The rem aining tunnels are 
being driven in connection with 
the 
aqueduct distributing system and will 
have a finished diam eter of ten feet. 
In addition to the tunneling now un­ 
der way, aqueduct crews are a t work 
on 150 miles of conduits, canals, and 
siphons, the Cajalco and P arker dams, 
and the 230,000-volt power 
transm is­ 
sion line which will bring 
Boulder 
Dam energy to the aqueduct pumping 
stations.

costing little more than America 
spent for the w orld war, while 
the money spent for recovery 
is paid to A m erican citizens and 
remains in A m erica. 
The thing 
that hurts most and makes the 
present burden hard to bear, is 
the war debt and unpaid bil­ 
lions due from Europe, piled on 
the backs of A m erican taxpay­ 
ers, in addition to th e taxes lev­ 
ied for unem ploym ent relief.

T hen there is the agricultural pro­ 
gram, which is about as difficult to 
understand as the governm ent's fis­ 
cal policy. 
M ore than two-thirds of 
the population are paying, in the 
form of higher prices and processing 
taxes, to a small group, relatively 
speaking, to curtail production.

corn, w heat, or cotton, he will find 
i he hasn't as much 
liberty as he 
thought he had.

m any of us don’t approve, busi­ 
ness is better than it has been 
since 1931, and continues to im ­ 
prove. 
Roger Babson says the 
country will definitely be out of

months. 
N o m atter how much 
we Republicans and some of th e 
Democrats may “squaw k,” the 
present Democratic adm inistra­ 
tion consequently will be return­ 
ed to office, for the majority of 
the voters will no t vote to 
change the adm inistration when 
times are good. T here is every 
indication that there will be 
plenty of money, including the 
billions spent by the govern­

The other day we heard a lady 
say that she w ould not walk out on 
the desert, nor perm it h er children 
to do so, because of rattlesnakes, 
scorpions, tarantulas, o r poisonous 
lizards. 


It has not occurred to us th at 
anyone w ould think there is se­ 
rious danger of being bitten by 
poisonous reptiles in this vicin­ 
ity, until this lady mentioned it, 
and she claimed there are others 
who harbor the same fears. 


T rying to look back over the 
twelve years th at we have been as­ 
sociated w ith Palm Springs and this 
desert area, we have never heard of 
a case of anyone being bitten by any 
of the above-m entioned reptiles or 
bugs, in this vicinity, and we have 
seen people swarm over the desert 
by the hundreds. 
It is reported that 
Dr. J. J. Kocher, pioneer physician, 
has never been called upon to treat 
a rattlesnake bite during all his years 
of practice in Palm Springs. 


T he fact is, the few- rattle­ 
snakes that m ight be induced to 
venture out onto the warm sand 
during the w inter m onths (the 
period of hibernation), are too 
sluggish to even attem pt to bite 
a lizard or anything else which 
is usually considered a dainty 
morsel for a rattlesnake. H ow ­ 
ever, should you ever happen to 
run across a snake, it is a good 
plan not to play w ith him. 


The snake stories w e hear orig­ 
inate from the reports th a t on sum ­ 
m er nights sidewinders have 
been 
seen on the warm pavem ent a few 
miles w est of Palm Springs. 
Sum ­ 
m er being the m ating season, 
th e 
snakes are inclined to be quarrelsome 
and vicious tow ard anything 
th at 
may come in their way. 
But 
fo r 
some reason the snakes do not seem 
to be interested in Palm 
Springs, 
probably because there is too much 
activity here the year around to suit 
them. 
Let a snake have his ow n 
way, and he will stay aw ay from h u ­ 
mans o r hum an habitation, and if a 
human does come into his territory, 
he feels discretion is the better part 
o f valor, and thus makes haste to 
escape. 


So if you, dear reader, should 
be bitten by a snake in the Palm 
Springs district, you will have 
the distinction of being
